Human H airM adelntoC loth 
Resists Heavy Pressure 


Tons of human hair are being turned 
into cloth by a southern factory to sup­ 
ply the demand of cotton-seed oil mills 
of that section for a fabric that will 
withstand, for a time at least, a pres­ 
sure of 4,000 to 4,500 pounds a square 
inch. 
Only that made from hair is 
strong enough. Formerly it was woven 
from camel’s hair, but the price of that 
product went to such high levels as to 
prohibit its use. After a series of tests, 
a method was devise*! for weaving 
human hair in specially constructed 
machines. 
The search tor a sufficient 
supply to keep tho factory coing ended 
in China, where buyers found a veri­ 
te blo army of coolies ready to sacrifice 
heir long queues for A fric a n money. 
Bound in huge bales, the hair arrives at 
the far Cry ready for weaving, having 
already been inspect**! and sterilized on 
t he way over from the Orient. Combed 
and carded, it is twisted into threads 
and fed into the looms, where it is 
woven int > rolls of cloth H inch thick, 
the bolt weighing 400 pounds. .

hypocrisy of the Wilson admin­ 
istration in the seizure of Haiti 
and the Dominican Republic and 
its misgovernment of the two re­ 
publics, caused the appointment 
of the Select Committee on the 
occupation. 
He was made chair­ 
man of the committee that did 
the work. 
No formal report was 
ever made on the Dominican oc­ 
cupation because immediately af­ 
ter the return of the Committee 
from the Island the Secretary of 
State based his policy upon the 
Committee’s informal report.

prominent Dominicans 
whose confidence had been won
